But Feredias by cca- 
Upuai.y importuning him !cffened rhe Reverence he 
had fer the Propher’s Divine Miflion; and though 
the had by hs Means rendred him a ready Inftru- 
ment cf her Rage and Cruelty ; yer there was a new 
@bocle thar laid in the Way, which was his rear 
of popular Tumuir apon die Murder. 
And here the Word: of St. Mark are to be obferved ; 
Hervodias, fayshe, laid Suaes for him, as Calvin inter- 
the Word Ther is becaule Herod was 
not himfelf forward co rhe Murder. fhe either enaeae 
worred ta ciscuinvent him by finiitec Arts, or at- 
tempted to ger him affivinated privately. The fortner 
ConitruCion of thefe Words tcems more reafonable, 
fhe endeavoured by oblique infinuations to cor- 
rep: her Husbaad, be- in vain fo lung as his Con- 
feience fway’d him: Bur when “bat was vanquifted, 
anew Fear fuccecded, left a Tumua't might 
But Mark only couches upon that which bindrd He- 
vod from immediately giving way tothe Jmportuni- 
tes of his Harlot. For Herodias hid wihhed, that as 
foon as Fn had been caft into Prifon, he might be 
privately.
